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CALIFORNIA CROPS NEAR 
RECORD LEVEL IN 1962; 
PER ACRE YIELDS INCREASE 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 27—California's volume of crop produc- 


stock Reporting service. 


W. Ward Henderson, chief of 
the reporting service, said that 
the upsurge in tonnage from last 
year was largely accounted for 
by canning tomatoes and sugar 
beets, although a number of crops 
contributed in smaller degree. 

The production increase was 
held down by significant de- 
creases in potatoes, oranges and 
hay. A new record total would 
have been set had any of these 
crops held up to their 1961 level. 

California’s crop acreage har- 
vested during 1962 dropped to 
just under eight million acres, 
This was 126 thousand acres be- 
Jow 1961, and the smallest crop 
acreage total since 1945. Most 
of the decline can be attributed 
to smaller plantings of barley, 
wheat and hay. 

Henderson said, ‘‘The new rec- 
ord production on a reduced acre- 
age is indicative of the continued 
upward trend in yields per acre 
in California. However, the 
changing crop pattern toward 
higher yiéelding crops was also a 
contributing factor.” 

California hung up a new rec- 
ord in value of crop production. 
The 1,968 million dollar value 
was four percent over last year 
and one percent above the pre- 
vious record year of 1959. High 
values for cotton, grapes, lettuce 
and tomatoes helped produce the 
new record. 

Field crop production totalled 
19.6 million tons, up one percent 
from a year earlier. Rice pro- 
duction set a new record in 1962 
and significant increases were 
registered by sugar beets and 
cotton. These gains were nearly

harvested this year was three percent above 1961 and only half of 
one percent below the record tonnage of 1959.

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Editorial Comment 
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OF COURSE THERE'S A WAY 

Newspaper headlines and radio comment to the contrary, 
we fail to find any animosity, or any "cat and dog" fight be- 
tween trustees of the Porterville Union High School and College 
district and councilmen of the city of Porterville concerning use 
of city recreation facilities by the school district. 


Problems? Yes. Animosity? No. 


The real situation is this: Several years ago the high school 
district, the Porterville Elementary district and the city of Por- 
terville entered into a rather loosely worded agreement concern- 
ing use of city recreation facilities in the school program, and 
join participation in the summer recreation program. 

The high school contributed $2,500 per year; the elemen- 
tary district gave $1,500 per year; both districts maintained 
certain facilities used in the school program and the summer rec- 
reation program; the city of Porterville also maintained certain 
recreation facilities and contributed from $13,000 to $14,000 
per year toward the summer recreation program. 


Under this agreement, the high school and college used the 
city pool, the golf course and the ball park in its athletic pro- 
gram; the elementary school district used none of the city fa- 
cilities in the school program; the city of Porterville, as a city, 
used none of the school facilities. 

In the summer recreation program, administered by the city, 
athletic fields and other facilities of both school districts were 
used, along with city recreation facilities. 


Just who was paying for what was never spelled out; there 
was a feeling of joint responsibility for summer recreation, and it 
was also felt that all facilities of any political subdivision should 
be given as wide use as possible. We doubt that there was ever 
real agreement between school board members, city council- 
men, and school and city administrators concerning the use of 
facilities and financial arrangement, but for several years now, 
things have gone along pretty well. 


After the 1962 summer recreation program ended, there 
seemed to be agreement that the entire situation should be re- 

' appraised, Representatives of the two school districts and the city 
met to compare notes with the result that elementary school 
trustees said they were willing to continue the arrangement; high 
school trustees said they preferred to pull out and pay the city 
for use of city facilites used in the school program; city officials 
said they wanted to study costs of operation of recreational fa- 
cilities, particularly the ball park, where a substantial amount of 


money had been spent for new lights, with the result that night 
operation costs more. 


Last week city councilmen heard a report from the city man- 
ager concerning cost to operate the ball park and announced a 
rental figure for .use of the ball park; the council also said that 
if the high school and college desired to use the city golf course 


Is the school program, then the city would charge regular green 
ees. 


There was no animosity involved: the reappraisal of the en- 
tire recreation situation was in progress. 


High school trustees said they did not see how they could 
pay the fees the city had set, and at this point it seemed evident 
that another meeting of school and city officials was in order to 
again compare notes. 

This meeting has been set for January 14. 

And newspaper headlines and radio comment to the con- 
trary we have yet failed to find any animosity involved. 

In fact, we are sure that a meeting of minds can be attain- 
ed and that a way will be found to meet the situation. 

(Ed. Note — Next week, our editorial comments on over- 
lapping responsibilities, overlapping use, who pays the bills, who 
is entitled to what in connection with use of recreation facilities 


and who is responsibile for a community-wide recreation pro- 
gram.)

This donneybrook, if it comes 
as rumored, could make the red 
hot election between Dr. Max 
Rafferty and Dr. Ralph Richard- 
son for State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction appear anemic 
by comparison. 

The story rumbling through 
teaching circles is that the AFL- 
CIO is no happier with the minis- 
cule number of teachers who have 
joined the teachers’ union in Cali- 
fornia than it was with the num- 
ber of unionized agricultural 
workers. Consequently, it is said, 
a full scale organizing drive will 
be launched in the Los Angeles 
area, complete with unionized 
Hollywood stars as salesmen, to 
sign up teachers early in 1963. 

A major goal of the union drive, 
according to rumor, will be to get 
the Los Angeles Board of Educa- 
tion to recognize the AFL-CIO as 
bargaining agent for the teachers. 
The lure to be held out to teach- 
ers, of course, is that with the un- 
ion’s help they can strike and 
close down schools as in New 
York for higher pay demands.

NEW NOVEL AT

The author seems 
to be saying that the fatal mis- 
take occurs because men have be- 
come the prisoners, almost the 
worshippers, of their machines 
and their suspicions. 

SOMETHING WICKED THIS 
WAY COMES, by Ray Bradbury 


(famous for his science-fiction: 


novels) is a really nightmarish 
story of two boys in a small town, 
who watch in horror As a carni- 
val, after dark, turns into a 
witches’ Sabbath, changes people 
into young children or old men, 
sends a witch aloft and evil crea- 
tures cruising the town. Very ef- 
fective but not for the sensitive. 
This novel is not classed as sci- 
ence-fiction because it contains 
much philosophy that is worth- 
while. 

Patrick Dennis, author of the 
famous and hilarious AUNTIE 
MAME, has come out with a cre- 
ation titled GENIUS—a brilliant, 
barbed fictional portrait of a fa- 
mous movie director, a film genius 
known also as a great charmer, 
and — to many unfortunates, as a 
great conman. It is fascinating 
to watch this fantastic person op- 
erate, and Mr. Dennis (who plays 
himself here) is at his best in the 
wild conversations and the farci- 
cal scenes with the director’s ex- 
wives and former stars.

Section 1. Paragraph B of Sec- 
tion 3 of Ordinance No. 352 of 
the County of Tulare is hereby 
amended by the adoption of an 
amended map of Subdivision B-1 
of Part 35 of the Official (Pre- 
cise) Zoning Map (Section 35, 
Township 18 South, Range 24 
East, Mount Diablo Base and 
Meridian) which amended map 
is hereby adopted and made a 
part hereof. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall 
take effect thirty days from the 
date of the passage hereof, and 
prior to the expiration of fifteen 
days from the passage hereof 
shall be published once in The 
Farm Tribune, a newspaper 
printed and published in the 
County of Tulare, State of Cali- 
fornia, together with the names 
of the members of the Board of 
Supervisors voting for and 
against the same.

and with no place to get it. 
Early in April all water users, 
districts and most of those having 
riparian rights, agreed upon a 
plan of operation as a test for the 
year 1962. It was believed for a 
time that we were to have a wet 
year, but such was not the case: 
we had only a normal rainfall, 
and were not able to completely 
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but few intervals that water was 
not released in the river channel 
to supply the underground. 

-The storing of water and releas- 
ing it through the river channel 
and various ditches proved a great 
success to the City of Porterville, 
agriculture, and all those having 
wells in the area of Tule river. 

Let me give you a few facts. 
On careful study and observation 
during July and August we found 
many interesting things. Begin- 
ning at Worth road the Sequoia 
Rock company, taking out quanti- 
ties of sand and gravel near the 
river bed, found it necessary to 
use pumps to remove the water 
from their pits during these 
months, pumping it back into the 
river channel. This was a new 
experience that had never caused 
them trouble in the’ summer 
months before the dam was built 
and water stored. 

Due to many things the Pioneer 
Water company was able to sup- 
ply water only to their Patterson 
ditch users, but this proved a suc- 
cess. The Monache Water com- 
pany, which has always relied on 
their five big wells, this year used 
only Pioneer water from the Suc- 
cess reservoir, leaving their wells 
idle which have all stood above 
the average springtime water level 
throughout the summer months. 

This is also true of your. writ- 
er’s well which is considerable dis- 
tance from the river channel, 
which stood more than 10 feet 
(static measurement) above the 
springtime measurements of the 
past three years. Another sur- 
prising thing, found an old aban- 
doned well on the place that has 
been dry. for years now has water 
within 40 feet of the top. 

The largest well in the district; 
located just south of the Hillcrest 
cemetery, which has furnished all 
the water for the 200 acre Beattie 
ranch for many years, was not 
used at all this year, leaving 
about 600 acre feet of water in 
the underground for the use of 
those having shallow wells such 
as Doyle Colony, and other areas 
near the city. 

Searching further we find the 
Campbell Moreland and Vandalia 
wells in far better shape than pre- 
yious years. And now we come 
to the City of Porterville with its 
many wells. Those which could 
be tested at a static level were 
found to be at least 10 feet high- 
er than the last few years. Part 
of this is attributed to the fact 
that the two big Pioneer Water 
company wells on Fourth street 
were not used a single day this 
season. 

It is the first time in perhaps 
50 years that these two wells 
were not used to supply water to 
hundreds of acres of citrus and 
eotton plantings along the foot- 
hills. 

These facts’ and figures will 
give you some idea of the great 
value of the Success project to our 
community and to water users. 
Also the reservoir has been used 
for fishing and recreation, plus 
flood control for which the dam 
was first intended. 

This great asset to our com- 
munity came about through the 
hard work, far-sightedness and 
faith of many people in the com- 
munity, proving the wisdom and 
the ‘“‘Value of Success’.

Acreage of field crops dropped 
to six million acres, the lowest 
level since 1946. 

California’s 6.7 million tons of 
fruits and nuts harvested in 1962 
was less than one percent above 
last year. Deciduous tree fruit 
production was at a record high 
level, paced by a record cling 
peach crop. The production total 
was held down by small orange 
crops. Valencia oranges were at 
the lowest level since 1930, and 
Navel oranges the lowest since 
1918. 

The total value of fruit and 
nut crops, at 577 million dollars. 
was fractionally below the record 
set in 1956. 

Fruit and nut acreage of bear- 
ing age, at 1,245,000 acres,.con- 
tinued its upward trend from the 
low point reached in 1957. The 
greatest acreage gain was made 


| by grapes. 


~ California’s tonnage of vegeta- 
bles, melons and strawberries set 
a new record at 7.2 million tons. 
This was 12 percent above 1961 
and six percent over the previous 
record set in 1956. The tremen- 
dous increase was accounted for 
by the record high canning to- 
mato crop of more than three 
million tons. Production of oni- 
ons, carrots and cabbage -rose 
over last year, while appreciable 
declines were registered by cel- 
ery, watermelons, fresh tomatoes 
and broecoli. 

- The 603 million dollar value 
of vegetables, melons and straw- 
berries also set a new record. This 
was five. percent above the rec- 
ord value set in 1961. 

Total vegetable acreage was 
only slightly higher than last 
year. 

While final figures on livestock 
and poultry are not yet available, 
Henderson declared, it seems ap- 
parent that -gross farm’ income 
from this important segment of 
California agriculture will equal 
or exceed last year’s level. Sharp- 
ly increased marketings of feed- 
lot cattle and improved. prices 
should more than offset the de- 
pressed condition ofthe poultry 
industry, he says.
